A publication is in some respects a 
mirror in which its readers can be seen. 
So, Cats Magazine is a reflection of what 
you who read it think and feel. 

We recently analyzed what has been 
published in Cats during the past twelve 
months. You, too, may want to take a 
statistical look at what you've been read- 
ing and see what we found out about you 
(and ourselves). 

First, naturally, our primary interest is 
cat health and care: 20 full-length articles 
and 49 Question Box items dealt with this 
subject. We like pictures, there were 149 
editorial drawings and photos; poems, 98 
Few Lines ’Bout Felines; and reading 
what other cat owners think, 81 Letters to 
the Editors. 

We enjoyed eight articles on the per- 
sonal experiences of cats and cat owners, 
three “how-to” articles, and two fictional 
stories. 

For breeders the image includes hun- 
dreds of other articles and features on 
shows, clubs, and breeding. 

As to what our reflection shows beyond 
this: we read nine book reviews and two 
accounts of cats in foreign countries. Con- 
troversy was present, mainly on the 
Reader’s Write page, and humor appeared 
in cartoons and elsewhere. Our range of 
interests is shown in the eight articles, 
plus the monthly Back Fences, which dealt 
with the cat in relation to the world. Three 
other articles entered into the realm of his- 
tory, five into science and the arts. There 
was one short excursion into satire, two 
into fantasy, and four into philosophy. 

So, that is ourselves—primarily con- 
cerned with our one cat or our dozen, but 
consciously interested in the far-ranging 
world of the cat in our time and through- 
out history.

An unusual cat from Egypt has recently 
arrived at the Metropolitan Museum of 
Fine Arts in New York. To call this ex- 
quisite creature a “new cat” could tend to 
be misleading since she is at least twenty- 
two centuries old. But the “Cat of Bastet, 
as she is called, though ageless in her 
aloof antiquity, is new to the museum, and 
in honor of her arrival, the museum staff 
has prepared a special exhibit in which 
she is prominently displayed with fifteen 
other Egyptian cats, some perhaps older 
than she but none larger, and all longer 
in the museum’s collection. 

Standing slightly less than fifteen inches 
high, the Cat of Bastet closely approxi- 
mates life-size, for in fact, she once lived 
to enjoy the real-life homage she is again 
receiving in a new land, so many centuries 
removed from her ancient home. The 
bronze sheath that perfectly sculptures 
the poised artistry of a seated cat, at one 
time contained the mummified bones of an 
actual animal. Thus, in truth, she has been 
a cat—a cat that has looked with cool dis- 
dain and the same aloof detachment upon 
a fawning court of admirers as does her 


effigy, today, in a glass case surrounded

by an entourage of 
lesser figures, And this is rightfully her 
role, for she is both the symbol of a cat 
and a former cat, a curious mixture of the 
real and the unreal. The other feline ob- 
jects that share her case have much the 
same delicate lines, or are as finely 
wrought, but they are never more than 
symbolic figures. They are all small, and 
although the Cat of Bastet is hardly more 
than a foot high, within the limitations of 
her small dimensions she towers majesti- 
cally over the entire collection. 

The Cat of Bastet comes from the ruins 
of Bubastis (or, as it is sometimes called: 
Ubasti), one time capital of ancient Egypt 
and, in history, a religious center dedicated 
to that aspect of Egyptian culture which 
prominently practiced the worship of cats 
and cat symbols. In its glory, Bubastis 
was a rich trading center near both the 
Mediterranean and Red Seas, and as a 
court center, the capital was described by 
Herodotus as the loveliest of Egyptian 
cities. All important Egyptian cities were 
dedicated to a particular deity: one might 
be a city dedicated to Amen-Ra; another 
to Osiris; still another to Isis; or, as was 
Bubastis, to the goddess Bastet, who was 
usually depicted as a woman with the head 
of a cat. At one side of her city, archeolo- 
gists have located a great cat cemetery 
with row upon row of small chambered 
buildings containing the remains of thou- 
sands of mummified cats. However, the 
rarity of perfect remains is witnessed by 
the Cat of Bastet. She was encased in 


more than a dozen 


bronze, whereas most other cats were 
merely wrapped and placed in wooden 
caskets. The ravages of time have de- 


stroyed the majority of these carefully 
buried animals, leaving only a few rare 
examples, such as the Cat of Bastet, in its 
well-preserved metal protector. 
Whatever determined the special honor 
of more elaborate preservation for the 
original animal once closed into the tiny 
metal catafalque is entirely a matter of 
speculation. She may have been a particu- 
larly beautiful animal and, as such, was 
more worthy of additional care and pro- 
tection. Or, in the complex hierarchy of 
Egyptian nobility, the Cat of Bastet may 
have belonged to some member of the 
royal family and may have gone to the 
grave of her owner, attended by the same

Bastet, goddess of love and joy, was thought to 
appear as a cat. Cats became prominent as 
sacred animals when her city, Bubastis, became 
the capital in 950 B.C. 

Herodotus describes her great annual festival 
and the beautiful temple at Bubastis, near which 
the mummified bodies of the sacred cats were 
buried. 

Figures of cats were left at her temples as offer- 
ings to the goddess. 





regal splendor accorded an Egyptian no- 
bleman’s funeral. The ancient Egyptians 
believed that the body must be preserved 
to prevent the soul from being destroyed. 
This belief that the body must be kept in- 
tact to maintain the soul also applied to 
animals, and more particularly to domestic 
animals than to wild beasts, since domestic 
animals were identified with man. And in 
much the same way that Pharaohs, nobles, 
priests, and high officials were accorded 
greater burial honors than ordinary peo- 
ple, so some household animals were ac- 
corded greater consideration in death than 
other animals. We may assume that her 
position in life dictated the great care re- 
flected in the beautiful entombment of the 
Cat of Bastet. 

Naturally, there was a temple in Bubas- 
tis erected to the goddess, Bastet. Most 
major museums the world over have some 
relics or fragments from the ruins of this

temple, for, in addition to the living cats 
that were tended there, the original build- 
ing was filled with countless images and 
models of cats and feline symbols. It is 
not unreasonable to assume, too, that the 
ancient residents of the city kept one or 
more cats in every household, and to the 
extent that-they could afford them, they 
placed in their home shrines, gold, silver, 
or ceramic models of cats or the cat-god- 
dess, Bastet. Among the objects on display 
at the Metropolitan Museum is one small 
idol, a ceramic figure broken at the feet, 
but otherwise almost perfect, about five 
inches in height, described on the placard: 
“The goddess Bastet. She is rep- 
resented as a cat-headed woman 
with a striped costume recalling a 
cat’s tawny markings. She carries 
a sistum, a figure of the god, Nef- 
ertum, and a basket of kittens. 
900-700 B.C.”

“Tips to 
the Novice”

PART II 


After our last month’s article on the 
physical nature of the respiratory tract of 
your cat, we are now ready to cover some 
of the diseases to which it is subject, and 
to discuss the means by which you and 
your veterinarian may help in their relief. 

Rhinitis is primarily a disease affecting 
the nose and the nasal cavity. The mucous 
membrane lining these passages becomes 
inflamed through infection, and the result 
is quite similar to our “cold in the head.” 
It can be brought on by dust or by gases 
being inhaled; sudden exposure to inclem- 
ent weather ; weakness through an insuffi- 
cient diet; or as an aftermath of other 
diseases. Then too, it can be the direct 
result of an invasion of bacteria. Generally 
the nose will become dry at first, then will 
run with a watery liquid which will change 
to a thick slimy discharge. In serious at- 
tacks pus is formed and will drain from 
the nose. In its attempt to free the passage 
of the nose the cat will resort to sneezing 
and shaking its head. This has little effect 
and the cat will still find breathing diffi- 
cult. 

One oddity of this disease is that no 
temperature rise is evident. Ordinarily, 
when cats become ill they fall into a stage 
of self-pity, go off by themselves, and try 
to keep away from everybody in an at- 
tempt to cure themselves. Not so with 
rhinitis—they run and play as if nothing 
were the matter except for the discomfort 
of a runny nose. One would think this is 
just a simple disease, but that is not true. 
It is contagious and can spread to other 
cats. In combating rhinitis you should 
keep the nose clean, give good nourishing 
food, and try not to let the cat lie in drafts. 

To help clear the nose you may bring 
some relief to the cat with the use of an 
antihistimine by Winthrop Labs named 
NTZ-Antihistimine Decongestant. Hold 
the head of the cat in an upright position 
and just drop one drop of this liquid in 
each nostril—twice a day. You may place 
the cat in a steam tent but in my opinion 
it is not necessary to add any medication 
such as Vicks or Benzoin. The steam alone 
will do just as good. As a medication you 
might try rhinitis tablets from your drug 
store—half-strength for adult cats and 
quarter-strength for kittens. Give one tab- 
let three times a day. However, if the at- 
tack is caused by bacteria it may be neces- 
sary to give an injection of 1 cc of penicil- 
lin and streptomycin in combination. This 
may be a big help in warding off the bac- 
teria, because it has great effect against 
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both the gram-negative and gram-positive 
types. The external part of the nose will 
become quite sore, and a thin coating of 
vaseline will keep it from peeling or 
cracking. 

Infectious Feline Corysa and Infectious 
Feline Pneumonitis may possibly prove to 
be one and the same thing. Many view- 
points on this can be obtained and their 
relationship is a subject of much discus- 
sion. To simplify matters, in this we will 
discuss coryza as an infection caused by 
bacteria; pneumonitis has been definitely 
established as being caused by a virus. 

First, we shall talk about Corysa. The 
symptoms of rhinitis are present in coryza. 
However, the eyes and the sinuses are 
also affected. So, you must not only take 
care of the nose but must try to help the 
eyes, too. Do your best to keep them clean 
by washing with warm sterile water re- 
moving any mucous or pus which may be 
forming. Use the same medication for the 
nose as previously mentioned. For the 
eyes, Eye-Mo with Neo-Synephrine made 
by Winthrop Labs has been found to he 
very beneficial. Drop some of the solution 
in the eyes and allow to remain for about 
five minutes. After this wipe them dry and 
then apply either Neopolycin Ointment by 
Pitman-Moore or Myciguent by Lederle. 
Both of these drugs contain antibiotics es- 
pecially prepared to help diseased condi- 
tions of the eyes. 

In the event the eyes are extremely in- 
flamed (red and swollen) you may re- 
sort to Neopolycin-HC. This contains, in 
addition to the antibiotics, one of the ster- 
oids—Hydrocortisone—which is especi- 
ally useful in reducing inflammation. How- 
ever, if no severe inflammation exists it 
is not advisable to use it for it may hinder 
rather than help. These drugs should be 
applied to the eyes three times a day. The 
combination of penicillin and streptomycin 
is also used, and if no improvement is no- 
ticed another 1 cc should be given in three 
days. If the sinuses do not clear up it may 
be necessary for the veterinarian to drill 
small holes in the skull in order to flush 
out the pus and clear them up. The “in- 
fectious” in infectious coryza means just 
that. It is very infectious, and cats must 
be separated should they contact it. Every 
precaution against spread of the disease 
must be made, for otherwise you will have 
an epidemic on your hands. Be sure to 
take good care of the cat as mentioned 
under rhinitis. 

Infectious Feline Pneumonitis can mean 
real trouble, for unlike rhinitis and coryza 
which are brought on by bacteria, pneu- 
monitis is caused by a virus. The particu- 
lar virus responsible is one of the larger 
viruses of the psittacosis-lymphogranu- 
loma type. It affects the nose, nasal cav- 
ity, eyes, sinus, pharynx, larynx and the 
lungs. The nose will run, the eyes will dis- 
charge a slimy pus, the throat will look 
red and raw, the cat will have difficulty 
breathing, the temperature will rise, the 
cat will become extremely sick and the

chest will be very sore to the touch. 
Sneezing and coughing will result and 
the cat will not want to eat and will waste 
away, becoming very thin quite rapidly. 
This disease is extremely infectious and 
any cat that has it must be isolated from 
the others; if not the illness will very 
rapidly spread to every cat in the cattery. 

Pneumonitis is very hard on grown 
cats and is generally fatal to kittens. Be- 
cause it is a virus it is most difficult to 
combat. As this writer has told you on 
numerous occasions, science is attempting 
through research to bring to us vaccines 
which are the best means of fighting virus 
diseases. As yet, there has not been a vac- 
cine produced that has been proven abso- 
lutely effective against pneumonitis. One 
is being tested at the present time, but it 
only temporarily affords protection. How- 
ever, it could be very useful in vaccinating 
the cats before they go to a show, in pro- 
tecting catteries periodically, and in con- 
trolling an outbreak. One of these days 
somebody will find the right answer and 
it will be produced commercially to pro- 
tect our cats. In the meantime, we must 
not give up but must do our best to help 
our cats with what we have available. 

Because this virus is one of the larger 
groups the antibiotics will help ward off 
the disease. Chloromycetin has been found 
to be a big help and by administering one 
50 mg tablet to adults and 25 mg tablets to 
kittens three times a day, you have a very 
good chance of keeping them alive. The 
streptomycin and penicillin combination 
should be injected at the rate of 1 cc every 
three days. The eyes and the nose should 
be treated the same as for coryza. Keep 
the cat warm and out of drafts; keep up 
its strength by force-feeding soft foods, 
for it will not want to eat but it must 
receive nourishment. Also, be sure to give 
it water and if necessary drop it in its 
mouth drop by drop if you have to. This 
will keep it from drying up. Unfortunately 
there are other troubles to it also. Even 
though a cat may recover from the disease 
this does not make it immune to another 
attack. Then the worst of it is that a cat 
that has recovered from the disease could 
be a carrier and infect other cats. It is im- 
possible to detect a cat in this condition 
and about the only thing you can do is to 
resort to immaculate cleanliness in the 
cattery by scrubbing and scrubbing and 
scrubbing ! Make use of plenty of disinfec- 
tants and do everything you can think of 
to protect your cats. Pneumonitis is all 
over the country and it is becoming a very 
serious threat to the health and welfare of 
cats. Remember this one thing: chloro- 
mycetin is your best ally in helping you 
to fight off the ravages of Infectious 
Feline Pneumonitis. 

Pneumonia is a severe infection of the 
lungs and can be caused by either bacteria 
or a virus. Lobar pneumonia is the most 
prevalent type. It is caused by bacteria and 
affects one or more of the lobes of the 
lung. Virus pneumonia is not as serious 
as lobar pneumonia. Generally speaking 


broncho-pneumonia is more easily con-

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Cats Show Calendar

My seven-month-old Persian female cat seems to have a head 
cold and my veterinarian thinks it may be a form of sinusitis as 
she had distemper about four months ago. Could you suggest 
any treatment other than the antibiotic, Tetracylene? Also, sev- 
eral of my cats seem to have sore gums extending to the throat 
which makes them drool and not eat normally. Could there be a 
deficiency in diet? They are fed the normal diet of horse meat, 
canned foods, liver, milk, some dry cat food. Some seem to have 
tartar on their teeth.

The cat very likely has some sinusitis resulting from the pre- 
vious infection. If antibiotic treatment does not clear the condi- 
tion, opening and cleaning of the sinus must be resorted to in 
some instances. For the sore mouths, cleaning the teeth of the 
tartar would be the first thing to do and then the addition of 
some Vitamin C or stewed tomatoes to the diet should help also. 


Our female Siamese was accidentally mated in her first season 
—age eight months. She could not deliver normally and a sec- 
tion was performed resulting in two live kits. The female kit 
died when a foster mother and litter contracted enteritis. We 
had intended to breed the female kitten in place of her mother 
as we are quite anxious to maintain her line. We would like your 
opinion on the possibility of again breeding this sectioned female 
and any procedures you may suggest which would help in the 
evaluation of her present condition. Our veterinarians seem to 
have a difference of opinions as to whether her inability to de- 
liver was a function of her age or an anomaly of her pelvis. 
What is the risk involved in subsequent pregnancy ?

Having had to be operated to have kittens delivered would 
give rise to a greater possibility of it having to be done again 
as opposed to a cat that had a normal delivery. The size of the 
kittens would also be a factor to consider for normal delivery. 
Usually the more in a litter the smaller the size of each indi- 
vidual and the easier for passing through the pelvic opening. 
She is young and if in good physical condition I do not see why 
she should not be bred. 


My four year old spayed Domestic, whose toilet habits have 
always been above reproach has, in the past few months fre- 
quently decided to void in one particular corner of our basement. 
This corner happens to be in our game room hence the great 
concern.

Try cleaning the area with disinfectant. It may demand the 

use of two boxes—one in each place.

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MAKE YOUR CAT SHOW PAY 


by Nat McKelvey 


This might well be entitled how to or- 
ganize a cat club and produce a successful 
show within nine months—though stony- 
broke. 

The Tucson Cat Club, an affiliate of the 
American Cat Association, did exactly 
this, and its experience should prove help- 
ful to brand new clubs, young clubs, and 
struggling older clubs. 

The Tucson Club began in March, 1957, 
when a small group of fanciers met at the 
invitation of Miss Viola Fiscus of the 
Shady Grove Cattery. We elected officers, 
including a treasurer who had no treas- 
ury. After charter members paid modest 
dues of three dollars a year, the club 
boasted less than $100. But we were deter- 
mined to put on a show, so we analyzed 
our problems—problems that are inherent 
in producing any cat show. We decided 
that we would need: 


1. Show cages—100 double cages and 
12 judges’ cages, since we were aiming at 
a four point show. 

A large, well-ventilated hall in which 
to hold the show. We expected to have to 
pay rent, but we determined to pay as 
little as possible. 

3. A show catalog, commercially printed 
to be representative of a first-class effort. 

4. An able and personable show man- 
ager. 

5. Top-notch publicity. 

A charity tie-in that would work to 
our advantage as well as to the advantage 
of the recipient of our largess—if any. 

A thorough analysis of the talents, 
experience, and connections of every mem- 
ber of the club so that we would fill round 
holes only with round pegs—the right man 
or woman in the right job. 


Since item #7 is the key to every- 
thing, it is actually the starting place. 
In open meeting and by private question- 
ing the Tucson Cat Club inventoried its 
membership. We were not content to 
know merely the “cat interests” of our 
fellows. We wanted to know, and did 
learn, the business, professional, and 
hobby interests of each one. As a result 
we emerged with the following key per- 
sonnel : 


1. Miss Viola Fiscus, a first class typist 
and general secretary became our show 
secretary. She is a lady whose most vital

interest in life is rearing fine cats. She 
lives and breathes the cat fancy, so we 
knew that she would unfailingly handle 
the many details that are inherent in show 
organization. 

2. Mr. R. M. “Dick” Dalrymple, a man 
with many years experience in producing 
dog shows and owner of the largest firm 
of horsemeat distributors in southern 
Arizona, was logical choice for show man- 
ager. We discovered that he is a man with 
great patience, a high boiling point, and a 
warm, friendly personality. 

3. Ethel A. “Ma” Hookins, publisher 
for many years of the magazine Hoofs 
and Horns, a lady who knows her way 
around print shops, was the perfect an- 
swer to our need for someone to take 
charge of our show catalog. 

4. Mrs. Trudy McPherson, secretary 
for a large brokerage house, had the nec- 
essary contacts to successfully handle our 
catalog advertising campaign. 

5. Mrs. Jeanne DuBois, a young, attrac- 
tive housewife with a personable line of 
chatter and boundless enthusiasm became 
our publicity chairman. 

6. Mrs. Florence Dalrymple, wife of our 
show manager, had worked as entry clerk 
on many dog shows. This experience made 
her a “natural” for our entry clerk. 

7. Mrs. Marilyn Alexander, a young 
woman with show experience in Florida 
and a persuasive personality became our 
trophy chaser. 

8. Mrs. Flora Currie, talented ceramics 
maker, a gal with a bubbling outlook on 
life, took charge of our ways and means 
committee. The chief project of this group 
became a bazaar in connection with our 
show. 

8. Miss Leona Spain, a very fine artist, 
designed a distinctive symbol for our sta- 
tionery, show catalog, handbills, and en- 
try blanks. Mr. Charles Hollis, a member 
who owns a photo-engraving firm, made 
our cuts for us without charge. 


Here, then, was the basic cadre for our 
first show. It may be that our Tucson club 
was lucky in having members with such 
diverse talents. By and large, however, the 
Cat Fancy attracts people in all walks of 
life, and a careful inventory of club per- 
sonnel will probably reveal that your club, 
too, has members with hitherto unrevealed

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talents and connections. 
and you are on your way. 

There remain, of course, annoying de- 
tails, such as acquisition of show cages. 
The Tucson club decided that we might 
raise enough money to purchase fifty 
double cages and twelve judging cages. 
We obtained this money by each member’s 
loaning the club a minimum of $15. Some 
loaned more, others made outright gifts. 

After buying the cages, we were still 
fifty short, so we contacted the Pima 
County Fair Commission, stated our case, 
and they provided us fifty more cages, 
rent free. Any county or state fair is likely 
to own many cages for poultry exhibits. 
If you present your show plans to them as 
a civic enterprise, they are often willing to 
let you use these cages for a nominal fee, 
or absolutely free. Of course, you must 
have the cages steam cleaned, before and 
after using them, returning them in good 
condition. 

With cages in hand, we next had to 
find a place to set them up. Nearly every 
hall that we considered had some draw- 
back: either the rent was too high, the 
place was too small, the physical layout 
was awkward, or we had to be in and out 
of it over a two-day weekend. 

Finally, we thought of the Greyhound 
Park where the dogs run. This is a huge 
building with indoor grandstand upstairs 
and thousands of square feet of open floor 
downstairs. The dog races did not begin 
until much later than our December show 
dates, and the Greyhound Racing Corpo- 
ration very graciously donated this hall. 
We didn’t even have to pay for heating or 
electricity. They required us only to place 
in their hands, before show date, an ade- 
quate policy insuring them and us against 
public liability. 

So: we had the place and we had the 
cages. Now we began to beat the drums 
for catalog advertising. We set our rates 
fairly low, $5 for a quarter page, $8 for a 
half page, and $15 for a full page. Since 
this was to be a commercially printed 
book, we could handle cuts, mats, or 
photos. 

Our advertising committee drew up a 
list of prospects to whom we sent a per- 
sonal letter which began: 

“Frankly, yes, this is a ‘catty’ letter. 
That is, the Tucson Cat Club, affiliated 
with the American Cat Association, is 
making plans for its annual all-breed cat 
show for the benefit of the Arizona-Sonora 
Desert Museum. The show will be at 
Greyhound Park whose facilities have 
been graciously donated. The dates are 
Dec. 7 & 8.”

Certain gods and goddesses in the idola- 
try of ancient Egypt were cruel, fierce and 
destructive, but Bastet was a kindly sym- 
bol of love and joy. Partly because of her 
popularity, her city was chosen as the 
capital in 950 B.C. She, too, is partly re- 
sponsible for the affection that cats en- 
joyed in ancient Egypt. Every year, a 
great festival was held in her honor at 
Bubastis, a riotous affair attended by thou- 
sands from all parts of Egypt. This festi- 
val was so important to the religious life 
of the Egyptians that it was celebrated in 
two parts: the great festival in Bubastis, 
and the lesser festival in some other city 
for people who couldn’t make the journey 
to the capital. Thus, every year, it took 
place in Bubastis while a second festival 
took place elsewhere, changing from city 
to city from year to year. 

Bubastis was destroyed by Persian in- 
vaders, about 350 B.C. By then, Egypt 
was declining and the city never rose 
again. The mighty temple fell to pieces 
and, in time, all that was once a thriving 
metropolis was buried beneath the shift- 
ing sand and earth. Centuries passed and 
under the wasted rubble lay the lovely Cat 
of Bastet: one unbroken memento of all 
that was once a vital civilization. Today, 
carefully rescued from a vast field of ruin, 
she sits, restored to a prominent position 
in another great city. Throngs of curious 
people pass by and admire her. They see 
the delicately chiseled collar design of 
three lotus blossoms

she, with that ageless unconcern of her

Since some firms have a policy against 
catalog or program advertising, we sug- 
gested an alternate way in which they 
could help: by donating to our trophy 
fund. We assured them that the donation 
would be kept anonymous, if they wished, 
or that they would receive full credit in 
our catalog. 

The campaign was successful. We took 
in enough ad money to pay for printing 
the catalog, plus handbills, plus entry 
blanks and stationery. The total was in 
excess of $400. 

While our catalog crew worked, our 
publicity chairman, Jeanne DuBois, was 
busy in many fields. She sent news releases 
to every paper in Arizona, to many in 
California. She scrounged for and got 
radio and television time—for free. She 
even wangled some gratis marquee adver- 
tising. She went to the publicity bureau of 
the University of Arizona, and they made 
the campus cat conscious. She didn’t neg- 
lect Davis-Monthan Air Force Base or the 
Hughes Aircraft Company. Both have 
their own news bulletins. Jeanne saw to it 
that they printed cat show news. She con- 
tacted the public school system and that 
organization cooperated by having pupils 
make cat show posters. 

The campaign, which started in earnest 
three months before show dates, made the 
city of Tucson cat conscious. Some folks 
said: “Never heard of a cat show, but 
this sounds so interesting I’m going to be 
there.” They were: 1,000 at the gate in 
paid admissions, many of whom bought 
catalogs at 25¢ each. 

Closely allied to Jeanne’s publicity work 
was our tie-in, charity wise, with the 
Arizona-Sonora Desert Museum. This 
museum features wild life indigenous to 
Arizona and the Mexican state of Sonora. 
It is supported by private funds, donations, 
memberships, and gate receipts. It is a 
non-profit, civic asset. Furthermore, it 
features a large collection of live wild 
felines: bobcats, mountain lions, tigers, 
margays, jaguarundis, ocelots.

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We decided that if the wild cats would 
support us, then the domestic cats would 
support them. Hal Gras, the Museum’s 
vibrant public relations man, liked the 
idea, sold it to his board, and then began 
to turn the wheels. The Museum gave us 
T.V. time, space in their weekly column 
in the newspaper, and plugged us every- 
time they plugged themselves. For them, 
we did likewise. Further, they brought an 
exhibit of feral cats to our show, and this 
was an outstanding attraction, especially 
the ring-tailed cat, La Vaga, who really 
is not a cat at all. She is, however, an 
example of how publicity can be obtained. 
The newspapers printed a picture of our 
entry clerk refusing to admit this cute 
little creature into show competition. 

When our show closed and the financial 
records were totted, we found we could 
give the Desert Museum a cool $100, after 
paying expenses and putting aside a re- 
serve from which to repay the cage loans. 
The Museum was most happy with this 
sum, advising us that they had actually 
received so much valuable publicity from 
the tie-up that no donation was necessary. 
It was a mutual feeling. We found that 
many people donated ads or trophies or 
came to our show solely because they were 
interested in the Museum. 

Perhaps such a charity teaming is not 
as worthy, say, as association with the 
Humane Society, Heart Fund, or Crip- 
pled Childrens’ Clinic. In point of hard 
fact, worthy as they are, these organiza- 
tions cannot reciprocate the good that you 
do them—they cannot promote your cat 
show. Therefore, if possible, seek some 
live, non-profit group for your beneficiary 
—one that will do your show credit. Then, 
help this group, not only by donating to it, 
but by tying it in to all your show pub- 
licity. It is the two-way street that makes 
for easy passage. 

So we had our first show, 200 cats en- 
tered, some from as far away as Oklahoma 
and Louisiana. We grossed approximately 
$700 in entry fees from which we paid 
for our ribbons and rosettes, our judges’ 
fees, and all other miscellaneous expenses. 
The large gate at 50¢ a head and catalogs 
at 25¢ each swelled the fund. Our bazaar 
netted about $140, and we had ten percent 
of the food concession, ten percent of the 
African Violet Society’s sales booth and 
a flat fee for the Kay Mallek Ceramics 
booth. Sales of Cats Magazines netted us 
$21, and we picked up a ten percent cut 
from sale of Felix products. 

The Tucson Club went into this show 
with nearly empty pockets. We came out 
of it with money in the bank. Moreover, 
days and weeks after the show, letters ar- 
rived from experienced exhibitors prais- 
ing the club for a premium job. One hard- 
to-please, show scarred veteran wrote: “I 
have never been to a better first show any- 
where. In fact, I have never been to a bet- 
ter show.” 

Any club can do it. If your club has 
had trouble getting a show on the road. 
why not try the Tucson plan? We like it 
so well, we're using it again ourselves!

URETHA OPERATION SUCCESSFUL

All cat owners, and particularly those in the 
Fancy should be interested in knowing that 
today their valued stud cats need not be de 
stroyed as a result of chronic bladder trouble 
and urethra stoppage. 

Many veterinarians are performing an opera 
tion called antepubic urethrostomy which was 
perfected by Dr. Robert M. McCulley of Angell 
Memorial Hospital, Boston, Mass. 

Ch. Herondale His Honour, aged eleven 
years, had this operation one year ago, per- 
formed by Dr. Clyde L. Chandler, Miami, 
Florida, a 1955 graduate of the University of 
Missouri. 

Our “Sissy”, as we call him at home, is be 
lieved to be the only stud cat with an antepubic 
urethrostomy who is still siring. Since the 
operation he has fathered some twenty healthy 
kittens. He has to be on a strict diet and 
watched carefully for any new signs of cystitis 
which is prevalent as an aftermath

SELL REAL PETS 


by Joan Rosenburger, from UAC Newsletter 

The customer wants a cat for a Pet? Then 
give him exactly that—an altered cat 

All my cats are altered and inoculated before 
they go as pets. The public seems to appreciate 
not having to run to the vet's immediately 
with their precious darlings, and there is no 
chance that they will put off getting it taken 
care of if left to them. There is no risk of the 
newly purchased cat dying in surgery; I do not 
think it is right that after paying good money 
for a pet the new owner should have to risk 
losing it. 

What do I do about someone who wants a 
breeder? First, the price is doubled. If that does 
not scare them off, or if they have notions of 
just one little litter and then spay the cat, I ex- 
plain that a cat who has had kittens is not as 
good a pet as one that has not had them, and 
that the cat will have developed breeding char- 
acteristics. 

I also explain that after a desexing operation 
the kitten is up and about the next day, whereas 
the adult cat is in shock for three days and is 
not herself for a month. 

I ask them if they know how long a cat 
should be in labor before a vet is called. Do they 
work? If they do, can they stay home for a 
week waiting for the cat to have kittens? Can 
they afford to keep all the kittens? 

Then, if they are still determined to have a 
breeder, I will sell them one if I have any that 
I consider worthy of being bred. 

If my cats have not been sold by the time 
they are four and a half months old they are 
altered if they are not breeding type. As I sel- 
dom let a cat go before three and a half months, 
I do not worry about selling them. My attitude 
is that I do not breed more kittens than I can 
afford to keep. If my kittens are not sold I just 
do not mate my females. To date I have had 
no trouble selling my altered kittens, and I am 
the only person in my area who does not alter 
kits. 

I live in an area where there are $15 studs 
mated to poor-type Siamese queens; these kit- 
tens are sold for as low as $10.00. My price is 
$40—altered and inoculated. 

Males? Yes, males, too. I have occasionally 
run into persons who have notions on neutering, 
but one sniff of the stud house usually cures 
them. If not, I refuse to sell such people a cat. 
No cat of mine will ever be taken to the Hu- 
mane Society (I have rescued five unaltered 
Siamese males in a year from the Society. Males 
do begin to get restless and unpredictable at 
six months.) 

The economic angle comes into the matter, 
too. Remember when you sell a female for 
breeding that her kittens will be competing with 
yours in a few months.

tacted by cats. This is an inflammation of 
the bronchial tubes and can cause extreme 
illness to a cat. Fortunately, the antibiotic 
penicillin is very effective against pneu- 
monia. Onset of the disease is indicated by 
chills, high fever, coughing, rapid and dif- 
ficult breathing, and pains in the chest; 
and the cat will bring up blood with its 
coughing. The fever reaches a very high 
point and if it breaks the cat will recover ; 
if not, the cat will die. The best test in 
determining pneumonia is through the use 
of X-ray, and it will point out to your 
veterinarian just where the inflammation 
is centered. 

Pleurisy is an inflammation of the 
pleural cavity. [t is caused mostly by 
pneumonia, an injury, tuberculosis or 
other diseases. It is very painful to the 
cat and there is not much you can do to 
relieve the pain. Applying heat and tightly 
bandaging the chest may help, along with 
drugs for the relief of pain. If a great deal 
of fluid is present in the cavity it must be 
drained. As a medication, the combination 
of penicillan and streptomycin has been 
found to be effective. 

Tuberculosis is an extremely serious 
disease caused by an organism known as 
tubercle bacillus. After it has been deter- 
mined that a cat has been afflicted with 
this terrible disease it would be best to 
resort to euthenasia to protect other cats 
in the cattery and also to bring final relief 
to the cat so affected. Your veterinarian 
will advise you on the possibility of effect- 
ing a cure in this case. 

Other diseases of the respiratory tract 
are Empyema, a collection of pus in the 
pleural cavity ; Pneumothorax, the collec- 
tion of air in the pleural cavity caused by 
an injury or rib puncture; Pulmonary 
Emphysema, a rupture of the air cells in 
the lungs; Laryngitis, inflammation of the 
larynx caused by other disease or too much 
use of the vocal cords; Tonsilitis, inflam- 
mation of the tonsils; Pharyngitis, inflam- 
mation of the pharynx. 

Need I say more. Protect your cats at 
all times. Start treatments early, and, 
above all, observe them daily for in this 
way you can take positive action when- 
ever it is needed.
